Rust Resistant Wheat 


tcher Strain Appears To 
Have Hardy Qualities 

In the hybridizing of wheat that 
has resulted in the rust resistant 
Thatcher, perhaps the cerealists have 
given to the world something better 
than is generally known, if the ex- 
perience of one woman at Sinnett, 
Sask., proves to be a characteristic 
of the grain 

May 16, 1986, a lady who had re- 
eeived a small parcel of sample 
Thatcher wheat, planted the kernels 
in her garden plot. It grew and 
thrived well, When about three 
inches above the ground, a ‘herse 
rolled on it, and pressed every blade 
firmly into the ground. It looked as 
if an elephant had slept on it. 

A few days later the wheat was up 
and doing, and by the first of July 
it looked like a bumper crop. It did 


not look quite so good July 2, for 


a patriotic cow celebrated Dominion 
Day in the garden and pruned the 
Wheat stems down to within four 
inches of the ground 

But even that experience did not 
hinder the Thatcher wheat from 
growing up strong and healthy 
again, It ripened by Aug. 10, The 
lady did not harvest it) just then, 
and a day or two later, a band of 
turkeys had a splendid feed off the 
golden grain, taking better than two- 
thirds of the ripe kernels. Then the 
lady decided it was time to salvage 
What she could, and this year she 
will have close to 5,000 kernels for 
seed, 

The lady plans to protect this 
year's crop, and to really give this 
grain a chance to show what it can 
do, under ordinary conditions. -Re- 
gina Leader-Post.

Europe is buying much more 
wheat than even the most optimistic 
expert forecasted at the start of the 
season. 

On August 1st, 1936, Mr. Broom- 
hall, one of the world’s greatest 
authorities, estimated that for this 
crop year Europe would purchase 
420 million bushels; the Orient and 
120 
million, making a total of 540 mil- 
lion, On December 30th Mr, Broom- 
hall concluded that Europe would 


take 28 million bushels more than 


other countries an additional 


he at first estimated, thus making a 
world total prospective demand of 
568 million. 


For the past three months the 
rate of European purchases has 
exceeded even Mr, Broomhall’s 
higher estimate, and it looks as 
though the world total imports may 
finally be nearer 600 million bushels 
than 568, 

It is these unlooked-for additional 
purchases by Europe, of probably 
60 million bushels, that have mainly 
been the cause of price rising at 
Winnipeg from $1.07 last August 
to $1.46 today (for the world supply 
position has changed but little). 

While 60 million extra bushels of 
wheat is not a large percentage of 
340 million, yet 60 million additional 
demand, when world supplies are 
none too plentiful, is a most import- 
ant matter, and has had a great 
effect in raising price. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Strong demand for 
wheat by Europe continues -- Un- 
favorable crop reports from some 
European countries -- Second official 
Argentine estimates of wheat, oats, 
barley, rye and flax lower than 
preliminary estimates Greece 
purchases wheat trom Hungary and 
Czecho-Slovakia -- U.S, active buyer 
of Argentine corn -- Floods destroy 
many crops in French West Africa.

When purchasing supplies, author- 
ities emphasize the importance of 
obtaining fresh nursery stock and 


from oa reliable Canadian source. 


Roots and stems of good nursery 
stock are moist and plable, and in 
the case of shrubs and vines the 
upper growth will show evidence of 
plenty of green, live buds, They ure 
stored and usually sold) from cool, 
darkened quarters, Before planting 
it is well to trim back the upper 
growth somewhat to offset any 
shearing off of roots, and it is not 
advisable to allow too much bloom- 


ing of the plants the first yea 
Most nursery stock, which term 
includes perenn-al plants, rose bus 


shrubbery, vines and fruit and oina- 
mental trees, should be planted just 
as soon as the soil is tit to w In 
order to avoid disappointment in se 


curing special varieties, orders shou d 


be placed early Upon receipt, it it 
is impossible to plant, the stock 
should be covered with damp easth 
or placed in some cool, moist place 
until moved to permanent quarters 


outside. 


Experienced gardeners tdvise 
growing a portion of suitable annual 
flowers in straight rows among the 
vegetables or in a special cutting 
garden when an abundance of 
bouquets is wanted. Some well de- 
signed beds of mixed annu are 
spoiled if too many flowers ure 
picked and, then again, there are 
certain things [ke sweet peas, for 
instance, that have little attract.ve 
foliage but beautiful blooms ihese 
might as well be grown behind the 
regular beds.
